WASHINGTON, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger may dovetail

ΤῊ a communique on the current 
visit of Soviet Foreign Minister An- 
drei Gromyko, the White House re- 
vealed that Kissinger will go to 
Moscow in connection with prepara- 
tions for a visit there later this 
year by President Nixon. The com- 
mumigue revealed little other infor- 
mation about the details of Gromy- 
ko’s talks here Monday and yes- 
terday with Kissinger and President 
Nixon. 

“Special attention was devoted to 
the Middle East,” it said. But the 
communique went no further than 
to explain that “both sides attached 
particular importance to their spe- 
cial role at the Geneva conference, 
the need for a peaceful Middle East 
settlement and for progress towards 
that end within the framework of 
the Geneva peace conference.” 

The stress on Geneva is under- 
stood to have been aimed at pla- 
eating FPussian annoyance at hav- 
ing ‘been left on the sidelines dur- 
ing the diplomatic activity which 
led to the agreement on the dis- 
engagement of Israel and Egyptian 
forces. 

It has been reported that the Rus- 
sians have wanted to play a more 
active role in working toward a 
similar agreement between Israel 
and Syria, but no details were re- 
vealed about how that might be 
accomplished. It is still expected 
that Dr. will try again 
to use his personal diplomacy to 
break the current Israel-Syrian 
deadiock.

U.S. and the Soviet Union decid-

18 and to have Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger visit Mos- 
cow in late March to prepare 
for a trip by President Nixon.

Asked whether he had brought 
any message from President Sadat 
to Mrs. Meir, the British Labourite 
said, “Our conversation yesterday 
was private and confidential.”

with Egyptian leaders, Mr. Cal- 
laghan spoke enthusiastically of 
Egyptian intentions: “It is my 
judgement that Egypt is concerned 
about its own internal future and 
its rapidly growing: population. The 
reopening of the Canal and the re-

He recalled that Sadat has said 
he will “recognize or acknowledge 
Israel — I don't remember the 
exact — term and he is a man who 
wishes to be taken seriously.”

After carrying out considerable 
research, the team decided that the 
rod must be fitted with 2 modified 
dental plate made after taking an 
exact impression of both jaws, in- 
cluding all the teeth and gums. 
They found that the position of 
the jaws, while holding the ap- 
pliance in the mouth, is very 
important in giving the user both 
comfort and complete control over 
the rod.

Slx persons are 
at present using the appliance ef- 
rficiently, On of these, Zvi, a ve- 
teran of the Six Day War paralyzed 
from the neck down, is now a 
fourth year Hebrew University sta- 
tistics student. 


Damage may be caused to the 
eyes of soldiers by metal fragments. 
The techniques for removing these 
vary, ii to whether the 
metal is iron, copper or lead. 

The Ophthalmology Depart- 
ment has built a special Fluorescent 
Radiation Detector, the only one of 
its kind anywhere, in partnership 
with the Physics Department of the 
Hebrew University. This instrument 
can give the answer regarding the 
type of metal in the eye within a 
few minutes. 

A small dosage of X-ray units is 
administered, causing ions to be re- 
leased by the metallic foreign body: 
these are reflected on to 3a special 
detector screen in the form of a 
fluorescent X-ray wave that is dif- 
ferent for each metal. 

The use of this instrument has 
Made it possible to determine the 
exact nature of the metal particle 
in the eye, whether it is magnetic 
or not, and if it is toxic in nature. 
If the metal is magnetic, it is 
easily removable through a small 
opening in the white of the eye 
py means of a powerful electro- 
magnet.

TO DEMOBILIZED SOLDIERS 


Demobilized soldiers who are entitled to 


regard to housing; and an increased loan, in 
accordance with Section 11 of the Demobilized 
Soldiers (ad hoc) Law, 1973, should delay 
making an application to the Ministry until 
the appropriate regulations are published. 


When the time comes to make the application, 
demobilized soldiers should bring with them a

WASHINGTON. — Franco-Amer- 
ican relations seem to demonstrate, 
appropriately enough, the old French 
adage “plus ¢a change, plus c'est 
la meme chose.”

In 1974, 
American officials again condemn 
France, which is now a friend of 
the Arab states, for her 
vital economic interest in the Mid- 
dle Hast oil 

This time, though, it has been 
reported that top American diplo- 
mats used language normally re- 
served for enemy states in - 
bing the behaviour of Americ#’s Eu- 
ropean allies during and since the 
October ‘War. The strongest terms 
— such as “craven,” and “perni- 
cious” were apparently aimed par- 
ticularly in the direction of Paris. 

US policy analysts are now ques- 
tioning how Franco-American rela- 
tions came to this -pass, and whe- 
ther they can be salvaged sufficiently 
to rescue the Atlantic Alliance from 
falling into the ocean.
